Introductory  Note 


This  week  we  turn  our  attention  to  another  highly  contentious 
form  of  content  regulation:  The  regulation  of  program  content. 
Specifically,  we  examine  the  ability  of  the  CRTC  to  control  the 
various  forms  of  controversial  programming  such  as  pornography, 
partisan  broadcasting,  and  racist  material.  Religious  broad¬ 
casting,  another  major  issue  in  content  regulation  will  be  examined 
in  greater  depth  in  week  X. 

The  legal  basis  of  content  regulation  is  s.  3  of  the  Broad¬ 
casting  Act  (see  Statutory  Materials).  Section  3(c)  affirms  the 
right  to  "freedom  of  expression  ....subject  only  to  applicable 
statutes  and  regulations....."  and  s.  3(d)  requires  that  the 
programming  provided  by  each  broadcaster  be  of  "high  standard".  In 
balancing  these  two  objectives,  the  Commission  has  stated  that  the 
right  to  freedom  of  expression  cannot  supersede  the  public's  right 
to  receive  broadcasting  programming  of  high  standard  (see:  CRTC, 
1983-187,  August  17,  1983,  Public  Notice,  Concerning  A  Complaint 
against  CKVU  Television).  Notwithstanding  this  view,  a  Charter 
challenge  to  the  regulation  of  program  content  is  always  available.
